Nearly every railroad company center- 
ing iu Chicago holds heavy claims 
against the municipality, growing out 
of the railroad riots of 1894.

.itigation has been held in abeyance, 
icwever, pending the ruling of the 
supreme court in the case of the Man- 
nattan Cement Company. This has 
been regarded as the test case. By 
affirming a judgment given against 
he city in the Manhattan case the 
iupreme court deals a violent blow at 
he city of Chicago. The complainants 
asked for $150 damages for property 
inrned in a car at the stock yards dur- 
ug the railroad riots. Judgment was 
ibtained against the city in the circuit 
:ourt and the city appealed. Nearly 
all the steam railroads centering ia 
Chicago have claims against the city, 
ut have delayed bringing their claims 
ato court pending a decision in the 
ase of the Manhattan Cement Corn- 


any. 
By tacit consent the case was 


egarded as a test case both by the 
laimants and the city. It is now 
robable that damage suits will be 
led against the city aggregating from 
3,000,000 to £5,000,000. I'his is said 
o bo cousurvative estimate as to the 
robable recoveries of the companies— 
:ie to.al liability of the city may be

One evftning not long ago there came 


to the gates of a South London work- 
house a north-country mechanic, with 
hi* wife and three children. The man 
wore a pained and worried look, the 
woman seemed about to faint, and two 
of the children cried. 


"For heaven'* cake let my wile and 


children, come in," says the man to the 
porter at the gate. "I'll pay for their 
keep, if you'll give them shelter. We've 
been tramping the streets for miles 
hereabout since ten o'clock this morn- 
ing, butcan'Lfindhouseorrooiruitolet 
at any price." 


"It's against the regulations," sayi 


the poor law official. 


"Then, what on earth am I to do? 


I've just got a good job in this district, 
to start on Monday. We traveled to 
London by the night train, thinking 
we might get a house the first thing 
in the morning, as I was prepared to 
pay a decent rent; bat though we've 
spent all the day searching we cau't 
find room anywhere. All day long my 
wife has been taking one side of a 
street and I the other, while the chil- 
dren waited at the corner. We uould 
have gone into tenements or apart- 
ments anywhere, but not a solitary 
room is to be had. As it grew dark, in 
our despair, we wen,t.totEe police sta- 
tion, and they advised me to bring the 
wife and children to the workhouse, 
till such time a* I.could find a place out- 
side." 


"But we've no room to spare here, 


either," sajs tbe gate-porter. "Why, 
we've already g5>t nearly 
SOD more 


people than the house is certified for. 
Still, if the police sent you, I suppose 
you must be admitted." 


So the man parted with his wife and 


children at the workhouse gate, spent 
the night in a common lodging-house 
himself, the whole of Sunday in a 
further futile search, but it was not 
until a full fortnight had gone by, dur- 
ing which he paid for his wife's and 
bairns' keep In the workhouse, that he 
found a place to take them to. Then it 
was not toahmisc, as he desired, but to 
tenements; not near his work, as he 
wacted, but two miles away. 


For tie first time, then, in the his- 


tory of cities we *ee (killed and sober 
workmen with good jobs, willing to 
pay even a high rent, failing utterly to 
find houses at any price, and finally 
sheltering their wives and bairns be- 
hind workhouse walls, with an offer to 
bear the cost of maintenance them- 
selves, rather than bring them under 
the contaminating influence of the 
common lodging-house. Do work- 
man's wives and children come out into 
UK light again the better fos this sort 
of homing? I am afraid not. They see 
nothing pletiant, hear nothing good, 
learn nothing wholesome in the work- 
house. Everything in the workhouse 
taint* all who touch it,—London Newi.

Every 10 or 12 mile* 
iroa a little shanty, with it* pile of dry 
hickory, frying pan, a bag of salt and 
stretcher* for the skins, all of which 
had been prepared in the. fall before the 
fur was prime.

day* to cover. Progress* waa slow. 
Snow hod to be cleared away from the 
trap* after a storm, the victims' had to

be skinned, the traps re-«et and re- j 
baited. Deer were shot to supply the 
bait. AH alone, the trapper, with an 
ax or rifle and a light pack containing 
food, followed his line by the blue 
mark* he had cut on the trees. It wa* 
a, life of toil and hardship. Sometime* 
the men were lost, and in the spring, 
or years after, their bonea would be 
found with the. rusted' ax or rifle. The 
remuneration wa* not great, but large 
enough to be tempting in the day* when 
a prime mink brought $10 to $12 each.
